GENERAL REGULATIONS, 1964 

No, Ur|NDi2S636.—in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (3) of Section 43 of the 
Unit Trust of Inditi, Act, 1963 f52 of 1963) the Re¬ 
serve Bank of India hereby makes the following Re¬ 
gulations, namely : 

CHAPTER I 
INTRODUCTORY 

1. Short Title.—These Regulations may be called 
the Unit Trust of India General Regulations, 1964. 

■ 2 . Definitions.—In these Regulations, unless there 
is anything repugnant in the subicct or the context.-— 

(a) “the Act” means the LInit Trust of India 
Act, 1963 (52 of 1963);

(i) a trust created by or in pursuance of the 

provisions of any law which is for the

(iii) a religious or charitable trust which is ad¬

CHAPTER II 

3. Acceptance of contributions.—(i) The Board 
.may accept either in full or in part contributions 
offered under clause (d) of sub-section (2) of section 
4, depending on the number of offering scheduled 
banks, financial institutions and the amounts offered 
by them. 

(ii) The decision of the Board hs to whether a 
particular offer of contribution shall be acceptec in 
full or in part or not accepted, shill be final. 

(iii) A Committee of the Board ctmsisting of the 
Chairman, and two other, trustees (one of whom shall 
be the Executive Trustee, if one has been appointed) 
appointed by the Chairman, shall be constituted .for 
the purpose of accepting the contributions offered 
The Committee so constituted shall exercise all the 
powers of the Board in the matter of accepting con¬ 
tributions. 

4. Face value of contribution certificate.—Each 
contribution certificate shall be of the face value of 
fifty ihousand rupees. 

5. Register of contributing institutions.—In the 
register of contributing institutions maintained under 
Section 5, the Unit Trust shall, in addition, to the 
partculars referred to in that section, enter the fol¬ 
lowing particulars ; 

(a) the address of the contributing institution; 

(b) the clause of sub-section (2) of section 4 

under which the contributing institution is 
qualified to be so registered, 

(c) the manner in which the contributing insti¬ 

tution became such, and except in the case 
of contributions in pursuance of sub-section 
(2) of section 4, the name of the previous 
holder of the contribution certificate and 
the name of the transferee to whom the 
certificate is transferred. 

6. Inspection of register.—(i) Subject to the provi¬ 
sions of Regulation 7, the register of contributing 
institutions shall be open to the inspection of any 
contributing institution free of charge at the head 
office of the Unit Trust during business hours subject' 
to such reasonable restrictions as the Unit Trust may 
impose, but so that not le.ss than two hours in each 
working day may be allowed for inspecting. 

(ii) If a contributing institution applies for a copy of 
entry in the register of contributing institutions, it 
may be furnished on payment thereof at the rate of 
fifty paise for every hundred words or fraction thereof. 

7. Closing of the register.—The Board may. after 
giving noticte by advertisement, close the register of 
contributing institutions for such periods (not ex¬ 
ceeding six weeks in all during any year) as may in 
its opinion be necessary. 


9. Issue of contribution certificate.—^Every contri¬ 
bution certificate shall be issued under the common 
seal of the Unit Trust shall bear a serial number and 
a distinguishing number and shall specify its face 
\^lue. 


10. Renewal pf contribution certificate.—(i) If a 
Worn out or defaced contribution certificate is tender¬ 
ed for renewal, the Unit Trust may order the said 
contribution certificate to be cancelled and have a 
certificate issued in lieu thereof. 

(ii) If a contribution oertificate is alleged to have 
bfen lost or destroyed, the Board' nioy, upon, 

(a) production of such evidence of the loss or 
destruction of the contribution certificate 
as it may consider satisfactory; 

(b) production of such indemnity with or with¬ 
out secaiiity as it may require; and 

(c) payment of all expenses incidental to the 
advertisement and investigation of evi¬ 
dence of loss or destruction and the pre¬ 
paration of the requisite form of indem¬ 
nity as aforesaid, issue a new certificate in 
lieu thereof. 

(iii) for every new ceiltificate issued under this 
Regulation, there shall be paid to the Unit Trust a 
sum of rupees five. 

11. Transfer of contribution octtifieate.—(i) 
Subject to the provisions of the Act and these Re¬ 
gulations, every transfer of a contribution certifi¬ 
cate shall be m writing in the following foiin :

27. Meetings of the Board.—(i) Meetings of the 
Board shall be convened by the Chairman of the 
Board or in the event of his being unable to act in 
this behalf, by the Executive Trustee, and failing him, 
by any trustee authorised by the Chairman in this 
behalf and shall be ordmarily held at the Head Office 
of the Unit Trust, but, if so directed by the Board, 
may be held at any other place in India. 
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(.ii) Any three trustees may for the purpose of the 
consideration of the business to be specified in their 
requisition, require the Chairman to convene a meet¬ 
ing 6f the Board and the Chairman shall, on receipt 
of such requisition, convene a meeting of the Board 
giving sufficient notice, provided-that the date of the 
meeting so convened shall not be later than twenty- 
one days from , the date of the receipt of the 
requisition.

28. Meetings of the Executive Committee.—(i) 
The Executive Committee shall meet at the Head 
Office of thei Unit Trust or at such other place as 
the Chairman may spedfy. Sufficient notice .shall 
he given to the members of the Committee to eii- 
abJe them to attend the meeting. 

(ii) Two members of the Committee shall form the 
quorum, 

(iii) The provisions of the Act and, save us otherwise 
provided in the Regulations, of these Regulations, 
shall apply to the meetings of the Executive Committee 
as if they were meetings of the Board. 

(iv) A copy of the proceedings of each meeting of 
the Conunittee shall be circulated for the information 
of the members as soon as possible after the meet¬ 
ing and the minutes of each meeting shall be signed 
by the Chairman of that or the next succeeding meet¬ 
ing and shall be placed before the Board as early 
as possible. 

29, Composition of other Committees.—(i) The 
quorum for a meeting of a Committee ol the Unit 
Trust, other than the Executive Committee, shaJl be 
one-third of its strength (any fraction contained in 
that one-third being rounded off a.s onel or two 
members, whichever is higher. 

tii) Eveiy member of a Committee shall, unless he 
lias already made a declaration under Section 34, 
he required before entering upon his duties, to sign 
a declaration of fidelity and secrec^r on the lines of 
the form set out in the First Schedule to the Act. 
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30. Remuneration of trustees and members of Com¬ 
mittee.—(i) Subject to the provisions of Section 16 
of the Act, 

(a) a trustee shall receive a fee of Rs. 250)- 
for each Board Meeting which he attends ; 
and 

(b) a member of a Committee shall receive a 
sum of Rs, 2501- for each Committee 
Meeting which he attends. 

(ii) Every trustee and every member of a Com¬ 
mittee shall be reimbursed his own actual travelling 
expenses, if any,, and shall be paid halting allowance 
of Rs. 2501- every day (“day” means a period of 
twenty-four hours or part thereof) reckoned from the 
lime of departure of the trustee or member Iron 
his headquarters or if the journey is made fron 
another station, from such station. 

Provided that if the Trust arranges accommodatior 
at a hotel for the day or days of the meeting, tlj£ 
trustee or the member of a Committee shall for thal 
period draw halting allowance of Rs. 1501- every daj 
to cover incidental expenses. 

(iii) A trustee or member of a Committee who is 
an Ofliccr, of the Central Government, Dcvclopmcnl 
Bank or the Reserve Bank shall be paid travelling and 
halting allowances in accordance with hLs service 
rules. . 

31. Resolution without meeting valid,—A r-so- 
lution in writing, signed by a majority of the trustees 
on the Board Or where the matter concerns the Exe¬ 
cutive Committee or any other Committee constituted 
by the Board, by the majority of the members of 
such Committee, shall be deemed to be resolution 
passed by the Board, the Executive Committee of 
other Committee, us the case may be, and shall be 
deemed to have been passed on the date on which 
the last signatory affixes his signature to it : 

Provided that any resolution passed as aforesaid 
shall be placed before the next meeting of the Board, 
Executive or other Committee, as the case may be : 

Provided further that if any dissenting trustee or 
member requires in writing that any resolution so 
pa-ssed shall be placed before a meeting of the Board, 
Executiye or other Committee as the case may be, 
the resolution shall not be given effect lo unless the 
resolution is passed at such meeting. 

CHAPTER TV 

EXERCISE OF VOTING RIGHTS ON BEHALF 
OF THE UNIT TRUST 

32. ' Exercise of voting rights on behalf of the Unit 
Trust.—<i) Voting rights attached to the securities 
held by the Unit Tnist and exercisable by the Unit 
Trust shall be exercised on behalf of the Unit Trust 
in accordance with such directions as may he given 
by the Unit Trust.

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(ii) In giving such directions, the Unit Trust,

33. Voting rights may not be exercised.—Notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in the preceding regula¬ 
tion, the Board or Executive Committee, as the case 
may be, may direct that the whole or any pait of 
the voting rights shall not be exercised. 

34. Voting rights may be exercised by authorised 
p*erson.—^Subjeot to the' regiilations of the institution 
concerned, voting rights on behalf of the Unit Trust 
may be exercised by a person authorised by a resolu¬ 
tion of the Board or of the Executive Committee. 

35. Meaning of the term “voting rights”.—The 
term “voting r.ghts” used in his Chapter shall in¬ 
clude not only a right to vote at a meeting or other¬ 
wise, but also a right to give consent or approval 
to any scheme of arrangement, or to any resolution 
or to any alternation tn, or abandonment of any 
rights attached to the securities held by the Unit 
Trust, and also the right to requisition a meeting ot 
to give notice of any resolution or to circulate any 
statement, as well as any other right that may be 
attached to the securities or may be exercised by 
any person holding them. 

CHAPTER IV-A 
NOTICES OF TRUST 

35A. (1) No notice of any trust other than an 
eligible trust shall be receiveablc by the Unit Trust. 

(2) The Unit Tnrst may receive a notice of the 
interest of an eligible trust in units or permit any 
person, being a company or a corporation carrying 
on the business of bankiijg in India or a .subsidia y of 
any such company or corporation or an individual, 
in each case r|jthorised to act on behalf of the said 
eligible trust to apply for, deal in and dispose of units 
on behalf of the said eligible trust, subject to the 
conditions hereinafter special, namely, 

(a) the application on behalf of the eligible 
trust shall be the basis for the issue of units 
to the eligible trust and the Unit Trust shall 
not be required to ascertain whether the 
investment in units is competent or is in the 
interest of that trust ; 

(b) every application by an eligible trust for 
investraeiit in units shall be for units of a 
face value t>f not less than Rs. 10,(K)0|- 

(3) At any time before or after the issue of units 
to an eligible trust, the Unit Trust shall be entitled 
to call for the production of such docunients as may, 
in its opinion, be necessary or relevant for enabling 
the Unit Trust to deal with any application made 
by the eligible trust for the sale, repurchase or transfer 
of the units, as thg case may be, 

(4) Unit certificates for units for which an applica¬ 
tion has been made by ati eligible trust shall be i,ssued 
in the name of that eligible trust. 

(5) Where any sum of money is payable by the 
Unit Trust to an eligible tnist by way of income 
distribution in respect of units oc the repurchase price 


of units or otherwise, such sum shall be paid by an 
instrument drawn in favour ot the eligible trust and 
crossed and marked “Account payee only”. 

CHAPTER IV-B 

NOMINATION BY UNIT HOLDERS 

*35AB. (0 A nomination made by a sole unit 
holder or two unitholders jointly shall be recognised 
by the Trust in the circumstance and to he extent 
specified in this Chapter. 

(2) A sole unitholder or two unitholders jointly 
or a sole sui-viving holder of units or two Surviving 
holders of units not being person (s)- - 

(i) holding the units as holder of an office ; or 

(ii) acting for a trust ; or 

(iii) acting in any other capacity for any other 
person with a beneficial interest in units, 

may nominate one or more persons not exceeding four 
including a minor, who shall in the event of his or 
their death be entitled to the amounts payable by 
the Trust in respect of the units. 

(Provided that where the nominee is a minor, the 
unitholder(s) shall at the time of making the nomina¬ 
tion also appoint any person to receive the amounts 
due in respect of the units in the event of the death 
of the unitholder(s) during the minority of the 
nominee. 

Explanation : 

Nomination can be made also in favour of the 
Central or State Government, a local authority, aii: 
person designated by virtue of his office or a religious 
or charitaMe Trust, 

(3) A nomination made under sub-regulation (2) 
may subseqcuently be substituted or cancelled. 

(4) For a nomination, substitution of nomination 
or cancellation of nomination to be valid, it .shall— 

(a) cover all the units comprised in a certificate, 
and 

(b) be ma^e to the Trust in such forni as may 
be approved by the Trust alongwith the 
the relevant certificate. 

(5) A valid nonjination, sub.stitntion of nomination 
or cancellation of nomination .shall be deemed to be 
effective on the date on which it was received by the 
Trust.- On registration in the books of the Trust, a 
suitable endorsement shall be made by the Trust on 
the imit certificate. 

Provided that a nomination or substitution of nomi¬ 
nation or cancellation of nomination made before a 
unit certificate is issued by the Trust, shall be deemed 
to be effective on the date on which it was received 
by the Trust and the unit certificate when issued by 
the. trust shall accordingly the endorsed.

(7) (i) A nomination shall be deemed to have 
been cancelled and shall cease to be in force from the

transfer or rcpufbhasc. 

(9) Where, at the time of the death of a unit- 
holder who has made a nomination, there has been 
left with the Trust for registration a duly .stamped 
instruftient of transfer relating to the whole or any 
portion of the units covered by the unit certificate 
to which the nomination relates, the muninee shall 
not be entitled to any right under any subsisting 
nomination, unless the transferee advises the Trust in 
writing that he does not desire the units to he tnms- 
fered to his name. 

*35AC, Where on the death of a unitholder there 
is a valid and subsisting nomination, the nominee

@37. Institutions with which moneys may be 
kept in deposit.—(1) The Trust may grant loans and 
advances (including bridge loans) to, or mi^e 
advance deposits with, any j:orporation or u" co¬ 
operative society registered under the law relating to 
cooperative societies, primarily engaged in any indus¬ 
trial activity or for such other purpose and oii such 
-Security as the Board or Executive Committee may 
decide.
